PANMUNJOM (Wednesday), 
Jan. 20 (UP)—Indian troops 
planned to return more than 
22,000 anti-Communist Korean 
war prisoners to the Allied Com- 
mand today despite an eleventh 
hour Red warning that the trans- 
fer would be a “violation of the 
armistice agreement.” 

A spokesman for the Indian 
eustodial force said 14,231 Chi- 
nese and 7726 North Korean 
P.O.W.s would be turned over 
to the United Nations beginning 
at 9 a.m. (6 o’clock tonight St. 
Louis time). 

“There is no change in our 
plans,” the spokesman § said. 
“The turnover of the prisoners 
will take place as scheduled.”

Sung and Chinese Gen. Pen 
Teh Huai said the U.N. com- 
mand’s announced plan to re-,| 
lease the P.O.W.s as civilians) 
and relocate them in Formosa | 
and South Korea constituted an) 
“armed abduction.” 

Protest to Thimayya. 

The top Red leaders simul- 
taneously informed Lt. Gen. K. 
S. Thimayya, chairman of the 
Neutral Nations Repatriation 
Commission, that the Commu- 
nists were unqualifiedly opposed 
to the release and indicated 
they would not accept delivery 
of the 347 pro-Red prisoners 
they captured, These include 21

Thimayya still had not decided 
what to do with the pro-Com- 
munist prisoners if the Reds re- 
fuse delivery of them. 

“As far as the prisoners in 
the pro-Communist camp are 
eoncerned in view of this (the 
Communist: answer,” the spokes- 
man said, “we will have to de- 
cide what to do.” 

The Communist note to Thi- 
mayya charged “United States 
military authorities” with plan- 
ning to hand the anti-Red POW’s 
“over to the Syngman Rhee 
clique and the Chiang Kai-shek 
gang.” 

Full Freedom Later. 

The U.N. command, which has 
maintained the prisoners must 
be released in conformance with 
the Korean armistice agreement, 
said all of the P.O.W.s would be 
given their unconditional free- 
dom once they were relocated. 

India had advised both the 
Allied and Communist com- 
mands last week that it planned 
to return the men to their cap- 
tors Jan. 20, three days before 
their authorized release date as 
civilia under the Korean 
armistice. 

In announcing his plan, Gen. 
Thimayya ordered both com- 
mands to retain the men until 
a Korean peace conference de- 
cides their fate.

RED OBJECTIONS 


POPULATION OF U.S.S.R. 
PUT AT 210,000,000, UP 
16,000,000 SINCE 1939 


NEW YORK, Jan. 19 (AP). | 


HE population of the So- 
T viet Union is now about 

210,000,000. Soviet news- 
papers received here disclose 
there are 700 districts of: 
_ 300,000 persons each for the 
Supreme Soviet elections in 
March. The population in 
1939 of the same area now 
comprised in the Soviet 
Union was about 194,000,000. 

Since the war the Soviet 
Government has kept its pop- 
ulation a state secret to con- 
cea] heavy war losses. There 
has been no public census 

Here are some of the 
things revealed in the elec- 
tion plans: 

Moscow appears to have a 
population of some 5,400,000, 
a gain of about 300,000 from 
the last elections four years 
ago. Leningrad appears to 
have 3,300,000—no ° change 
from 1950. No other Soviet 
city seems to exceed a mil- 
lion in population 

Almost 150,000,000 live in 
the European part of the 
_ Soviet Union.

Max H. Goldschein, special as-

The announcement was made 
by United States Attorney Har- 
ry Richards upon his return 
from a conference in Washing- 
ton with officials of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. He had: been 
summoned to the capital Satur- 


ay. 

Goldschein, recognized as one 
of the most vigorous and able 
procesutors in the department, 
has gained a national reputation 
as a director of grand juries. He 
was a member of a team of spe- 
cial assistants who headed a 
drive by the Federal government 
to smash the nation-wide crime 
syndicate headed by Frank Cos- 


tello of New York which began 
in 1949. 
At Richards’s Request. 

“Mr. Goldschein is coming | 
here for grand jury work at my 
request,” Richards said. “He 
will be assisted by William K. 
Stanard‘II, who recently was ap- 
pointed special assistant United 
States Attorney, and by myself.” 

Goldschein was expected to 
leave Washington as soon as he 
is able to turn over work he 
now is engaged in to other as- 
sistants. It, was indicated this 
would require several days. 

Richards said he thought a 
visit made to Washington last 
weekend by United States Dis- 
trict Judge George H. Moore 
and the foreman of two current 
grand juries probably had given 
“weight” to his previous request 
for Goldschein’s services. The 
three men, who previously had 
expressed dissatisfaction with 
progress of the labor racket in- 
quiry, met with Department of 
Justice officials.

Regular Elections Coming. 

Regular primary and general 
elections in the two districts al- 
ready were scheduled for next 
August and November. Without 
special elections now, the state 
would not have to pay’ the $125 
a month salaries of two tempo- 
rary oftice holders until the end 
of the year, aside from the cost 
of the special elections. 

Party nominees for State Sen- 


ator in the special elections in 


the Fourth and Sixth districts 
will be selected by the Demo- 
cratic and Republican senatorial 
district committees in the two 
districts, in meetings called by 
their respective chairman. 

The Governor’s writs for the 
two elections were directed to 
Sheriff Martin L. Tozer of St.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 19 
(UP)—A wealthy San Francisco 
real estate dealer, kidnaped and 
held for $300,000 ransom for 64 
hours, was rescued unharmed by 
police early today. 

The kidnapers, described as 
“two tough professionals,” sur- 
rendered without a fight when 
their plot fell to pieces. They 
were taken to jail in heavy 
shackles. 

The victim, Leonard Mosko- 
vitz, 36 years old, who operates 
a flourishing real estate business 
with his twin brother, Alfred, 
was found in a rented downtown 
resigence where he had been 
kept drugged, trussed up and 
' blindfolded. 

Tormented With Threats. 
His abductors, Harold Jackson, 
| 57, and Joseph Lear, 43, of Sac- 
‘'ramento, had tormented him 
with threats that they would 
send parts of his body home if 
his family did not pay. 

The kidnapers at first demand- 
ed $500,000, but later scaled 
down their demand to $300,000 
when the victim’s family pleaded 
they could not raise such a sum. 

The ransom demand was the 
second largest in history, topped

| cruised by in a radio car. 


Confesses Promptly. 

| Lear promptly admitted his 
part in the crime and led a 25- 
man police raiding squad to the 
residence about three miles 
across the city. Police kicked 
the door in and caught Jackson 
by surprise.. . 

A disheveled but relieved 
Muskovitz was. freed of the 
ropes that tied him to the bed. 

The victim told police he had 
spent most of-the time bound, 
gagged, blindfolded and with 
ear plugs in his ears. The kid- 
napers taped two saucers to his 
knees so that he could not move 
without making a sound. 

Tree letters were sent by the 
kidnapers during the pear 
three days of negotiations. 

The first letter arrived at the 
Moskovitz thome Saturday after- 
noon within five hours after 
Leonard was seized.

Helpful to Families. 

Staff authorities said the new 
provision would be particularly 
helpful in cases where an em- 
ployer wants to help a distressed 
family, or reward a particularly 
faithful deceased employe, but 
has not contracted to pay the 
same death benefit to all em- 
ploves.

Series of Bills on Eisenhower’s 


Being Prepared 


Would Provide Reinsurance of Prepaid 
Plans and Expansion of Hospital 
Construction Act. —

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—A 
series of measures, including 
federal reinsurance of prepaid 
medical plans and expansion of 
the Hill-Burton Act, was. being 
prepared today In Congress to 
implement President Eisenhow- 


er’s health message. 

Republican leaders in the 
House and Senate said they 
would move quickly to put some 
of the Eisenhower proposals 
into effect. Majority reaction to 
the President's middle-of-the- 
road recommendations was gen- 
erally favorable. 

Preparing Four Bills. 

Chairman H. Alexander Smith 
(Rep.), New Jersey, of the Sen- 
ate Labor Committee, said he 
was preparing four bills based 
on parts of the health message. 
He listed them as: 

1. A’ bill authorizing estab- 
lishment of a limited $25,000,- 
000 program of Federal re- 
insurance of private and non- 
profit health plans, as recom- 
mended by the President. 
Smith said details of the pro- 
gram have not yet been fully 
worked out. 

2. A bill amending the Hos- 
pital Survey and Construction 
Act, generally known as the 
Hill-Burton Act, to authorize 
construction of nursing and 
convalescent homes, institu- 
tions for the chronically ill 
and diagnostic or treatment 
centers, in addition to general 
hospital construction now au- 
thorized under the act. 

3. and 4, Companion bills 
enabling the Federal. Govern- 
ment to place increased em- 
phasis on vocational rehabilita- 
tion of disabled persons. 

Smith introduced the amend- 
ments to the Hill-Burton Act in 

the Senate today. The others, he 
said, are in the process of prep- 
aration, with the reinsurance 
proposal slated for introduction 
“in the next few days.” 
Similar Bill in House. 


A similar reinsurance bill ‘al- 
ready has been introduced by 
Chairman Wolverton (Rep.), 
New Jersey, of the House Inter- 
state Commerce Committee, 
which is conducting hearings on 
the problem of increased medi- 
cal costs and research. 

The Wolverton bill, one of 
five he has subdmitted, would 
establish a federal health rein- 
surance corporation with a total 
capital of $50,000,000, of which 
half could be used for Federal 
backing of hospital costs and 
half for reinsurance of medical 
costs.

The City of Berkeley, whose 
annexation of Lambert-St. Louis 
Field was invalidated in Circuit 
Court yesterday, moved last 
night to renew its annexation ef- 
forts.

Our publie schools include thou- 
sands of children of the Jewish faith, 
and thousands more who have been 
taught from translations of the first 
edition of the Bible, which appeared 
in 400 A.D. Before the time of Mar- 
tin Luther, between 1450, when the 
art of printing was invented, and 
7522. there were 626 editions of the 
Catholic Bible. Of this number 17 
were in German, prior to Luther's 
translation, and nine of these edi- 
tions appeared before Luther was 
born. 

The King James version, to which 
Mr. Davies evidently refers, was au- 
thorized in 1611 and translated from 
Luther’s edition. It contains the 
same changes and omisgjons. To cite 
a few: nine sacred books are omitted 
from the Old Testament; the title 
“Apocalypse” is changed to “Revela- 
tions”: the order of the Ten Com- 
mandments is different: a sentence 
is added to the Lord's Prayer.

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For a Healthier America 


Since his health is a man’s first asset and its 
preservation his chief concern, President Elisen- 
hower’s message on medical care must have 
aroused keen interest in all but those who see in 
it some veiled threat to their present position. 
And there cannot be many such. 

The President covered just about every aspect 
of medical and hospital care, so the message 
necessarily became an enumeration of fields for 
action, rather than a series of perfected legisla- 
tive proposals. Details must be worked out by 
Congress with the help of experts—all guided by 
Mr. Eisenhower's over-all injunction to avoid 
“socialized” medicine and to make the Govern- 
ment’s role chiefly one of co-operation with 
state, community and private agencies. 

Beyond the general proposition that no aspect 
of a federal health program should be allowed 
to become a device for raiding the Treasury, 
this approach is beyond criticism, It is as desir- 
able as ever that Government interference be 
held to the minimum, 

- . * 

To the average man, the most interesting of 
the presidential proposals must be that of fed- 
eral re-insurance of existing medical and hospi- 
tal pre-payment plans. Mr. Eisenhower had pre- 
viously spoken of this protection against the 
high cost of catastrophic illness. So he said little 
more than e re-insurance fund, similar to 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation, 
might be started with an appropriation of $25,- 
000,000, this sum eventually to be paid back. 

Since both voluntary, non-profit agencies and 
dividend-earning insurance companies are active 
in this field, some distinctions may have to .be 
made. Thought also should be given to making 
these plans more attractive by other means than 
increased benefits so that more people will en- 
roll in them. Health insurance should cover a 
considerably larger portion of the population 
than is now the case. 

Further, insurance will not be enough so long 
as the nation has a shortage of doctors. And 
being enabled to pay for a bed in a hospital 
which has not been built is not going to help 
either. So the President was fully justified in 
advocating support for new hospital construction. 

Wisely, Mr. Eisenhower also stressed the need 
for institutions for the chronically ill, conva- 
lescent homes, treatment centers for ambulatory 
patients and rehabilitation facilities. Our gen- 
eral hospitals could be more purposefully util- 
ized if they were relieved of the burden of 
these limited services. And the over-all cost 
would be considerably lower since these patients 
require few of the facilities of a general hospital. 

* ~ ~ 

The President believes that states and commu- 
nities—and even private agencies—should deter- 
mine actual needs and that the Government’s 
part should be primarily one of extending grants- 
in-aid. As a sound precaution, however, Wash- 
ington should reserve the right to set minimum 
standards for such help. And sometimes’ Wash- 
ington may have to goad states or cities to under- 
take their responsibilities. 

This has been indicated all too often by the 
experience of the United States Public Health 
Service. President Eisenhower properly praised 
its formulation of a model pure milk ordinance, 
restaurant sanitation rules, standards for the 
purification of drinking water and its search for 


ways of epmbatting the country's most wide- 


spread and dggiGerous disepses. 

The Government also should put much more 
energy into th®*fthabilitation. af the disabled. 
Mr. Eisenhower said that there are_2,000,000 dis- 
abled Americans today who, with proper train- 
ing, could be returned to useful activities. As a 
matter of economics, these people should be 
helped to support themselves instead of being 
dependent on others. More importantly, the psy- 
chological burden of helplessness should be re- 
placed by the satisfactions of renewed activity. 

* ” * 

Such are the high points of the President's 
health message. With the exception of the re- 
insurance proposal, there already is some ac- 
tivity in most of the fields he mentioned, but 
not nearly enough. The best arguments for more 
doctors, more nurses, more hospitals and a bet- 
ter way of meeting the cost of medical care are 
to be found in the President’s figures on the 
prevalence of disease in the United States and 
the inadequacy of the means for coping with it. 

This fs something for Congress to ponder 
while facing the admittedly heavy program out- 
lined by the President. Being a rich nation, we 
have done better than most, Yet considering 
what might be achieved with the energy drained 
away by ill health and disease, can we afford to 
do no more? 
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Gain in St. Louis County 

A grand jury evidently is to be impaneled in 
each term of court in St. Louis county instead 
of just for the September term as had been the 
practice, and that is no minor gain. 

Grand juries operate behind a veil of secrecy 
and can obtain sworn testimony that frequently 
is not available to other law enforcement agen- 
cies. Moreover, the machinery for disposing of 
criminal cases is greatly speeded up when a 
grand jury is available to vote indictments. 

All of which adds up to quite an improvement 
over the once-a-year grand jury in Clayton. And 
for this, thanks to all who had a part in the 
step, including the last grand jury. 
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Handicap to Bi-State’s Future 

The injury the Bi-State Development Agency 
suffered at the hands of the last Missouri Legis- 
lature is beginning to cause pain—only a little, 
perhaps, but intense enough to suggest the trou- 
ble is much more serious than it appears on the 
surface. 

The worst hurt the Legislature inflicted was 
in refusing to clarify Bi-State’s authority to issue 
revenue bonds. So long as that condition exists 
the agency will find it unusually difficult to dis- 
pose of its bonds, and then only by paying 
through the nose in interest charges. 

Currently, for example, Bi-State is going to 
be forced to pony up some 434 per cent to those 
who buy the revenue bonds by which it will 
finance its first project, the barge terminal on 
the Chain of Rocks canal. For tax-exempt paper, 
that is mighty steep interest—but it is the best 
the agency can do so long as its powers remain 
under cloud. 

An even greater difficulty is that under these 
conditions the agency will be unable to handle 
a really large project. The Chain of Rocks canal 
job will cost $1,500,000, a relatively small opera- 
tion for an agency like Bi-State. But before it 
can take on anything substantially larger it will 
have to have more freedom to seek financing. 

The Illinois Legislature has already done its 
part—both in clarifying Bi-State’s authority to 
issue revenue bonds and in appropriating cash 
for the agency's own operating expenses. By the 
time the next Missouri Legislature convenes BI- 


State ought.to be paying its own way with reve- 
nue from the barge terminal and will not need 
any operating funds. 

But it will need the authority that Illinois 
has granted and which Missouri should have 
granted a year ago. Until it gets it, it has no 
hope of attaining even a fraction of its very 
real potential for metropolitan progress.

Senator Welker of Idaho has demonstrated

Irresponsibly and inaccurately, Senator Welker 
delivered on the Senate floor a bitter personal 
attack against Arthur H. Dean, the special 
United States envoy who has been discussing 
Korean peace talks with the Communists at 
Panmunjom., Mr, Dean, a former law partner 
of Secretary of State John Foster Dulles, 
was denounced as an “appeaser” apparently be- 
cause he had remarked in an off-the-record in- 
terview that sgme day (not now) and under 
some circumstances (not the present ones) the 
United States might (possibly) want to consider 
the recognition of Communist China. 

Mr. Dean got the usual treatment. His mem- 
bership in the Institute of Pacific Relatipns was 
pointed to as evidence that he was soft on 
Communism—though his record in that organ- 
ization is one of having helped oust the Com- 
munists who infiltrated it. Welker denounced 
him as an “associate” of Frederick Vanderbilt 
Field, although in fact Mr. Dean was a leader 
in the move to oust Field from the Institute. 

However preposterous the charges may seem 
in this country, they will undoubtedly impair 
Mr. Dean’s usefulness as negotiator at Panmun- 
jom should the peace talks be resumed. Thus we 
have a Republican Senator setting out to under- 
mine the position of a Republican Administra- 
tion’s representative in diplomatic negotiations of 
the greatest delicacy. And some leaders of the 
Administration think they can do business with 
the primitives!

Slow Motion Up to Now 

The citizen may well wonder what is going 
on in the labor rackets investigation in St. Louis 
when Chief Judge Moore and the foremen of 
the two grand juries make a trip to Washington 
to confer with high officials in the Department 
of Justice. This wonder can only be increased 
when, immediately on the heels of that confer- 
ence, United States Attorney Harry Richards, 
an Eisenhower appointee, is summoned to Wash- 
ington for questioning by his superiors. Now 
comes the news that Max Goldschein, the cele- 
brated rackets prosecutor, is being sent to St. 
Louis to see that the investigation goes ahead 
as it should. 

So little was done through the new Depart- 
ment of Justice facilities in pressing the inquiry 
against labor racketeering that Chief Judge 
Moore found it necessary in November to say 
as much in his grand jury charge. Out of that 
came a revival of investigative activity. Now it 
is reported that Judge Moore and the grand 
jury foremen are still dissatisfied with the way 
the inquiry is being directed. 

This is something in which Attorney General 
Brownell ought to take a personal and immedi- 
ate interest. If he does not do.so, it will be up

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Victories for Free Expression 
When the Supreme Court handed down its 


; unanimous decision in May, 1952, against church- 


pressured prohibition of the Italian-made film, 
“The Miracle,” in New York, the Post-Dispatch 
said that it was not too much to describe the 
ruling as ‘a landmark for free expression.” Now, 
18 months later, the Supreme Court, with Chief 
Justice’ Warren presiding in the place of the 
late Fred M. Vinson, cites its decision in “The 
Miracle” case and knocks out censorship in New 
York against the French film, “La Ronde,’ and 
in Ohio against a crime movie with the title, “M.” 

Since the Supreme Court wrote no opinion in 
these latest censorship cases, but merely over- 
ruled the highest courts of New York and Ohio, 
it is pertinent to recall the words of Justice 
Clark in “The Miracle” decision, Supported by 
all the other Justices, he said: 


In seeking to apply the broad and all-in- 
clusive definition of “sacrilegious” given by 
the New York courts, the censor is set upon 
a boundless sea amid a myriad of conflict- 
ing currents of religious views, with no 
charts but those provided by the most vocal 
and powerful orthodoxies. New York cannot 
vest such unlimited restraining control over 
motion pictures in a censor. 


Thus did the Supreme Court for the first 
time extend to motion pictures the Bill of Rights’ 
fundamental protection of free expression. It 
was a landmark decision and the new rulings, 
based on it as a precedent, underscere the fact. 
Would-be moral censors of what adult Ameri- 
cans may see and hear in moving picture thea- 
ters have now lost three times in the United 
States Supreme Court—and unanimously each 
time. 
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Tentative Transit Plan 

Adoption of the tentative draft of a plan for 
a Metropolitan St. Louis Transit District, pre- 
pared by. the transit freeholders of city and 
county, would not of itself solve the area’s trans- 
portation problem. But it would give the com- 
munity the power to do so. 

From a legal point of view, the draft is com- 

mendable because of its wide grant of powers— 
powers affecting not only ownership and opera- 
tion, but also taxation, financing, regulation and 
even control of streets and traffic. This may well 
be the way a metropolitan transit district should 
be set up—with powers broad enough to handle 
almost any foreseeable contingency. 
’ Will the cure be achieved simply by a desir- 
able transfer of legal authority from Jefferson 
City to a home-rule body in the St. Louis metro- 
politan area? Or has local transit reached the 
point at which it can no longer be satisfactorily 
provided under private, corporate management? 
Should public ownership be the next step? 
Would it provide the efficiencies and the savings 
essential to a cheap, fast ride? 

These are the questions still to be answered.

Press Conference or a Show?

nress,.conferences,, man, and boy, for 
30. .years.. Recently a 20-year-old rule 
against direct quotation was abolished 
and the full transcript was released and 
a tape recording put on the air. I think 
this is a mistake, and ] would like to 
Say why. 

To begin with, the presidential press 
conference is a vital part of the Ameri- 
can governmental system, Unlike other 
democracies, the United States sepa- 
rates executive and 
legislative functions 
into compartments, 
Under the parlia- 
mentary system the 
Prime Minister and 
Cabinet answer 
questions direct on 
the floor of Parlia- 
ment; in the United 
States the White 
House press confer- 
ence is the substi- 
tute that has been 
built up in. the 
course of time. 

Congress can't 
ask Mr. Eisenhower 
questions, so the reporters do. The sys- 
tem was only invented in the time of 
Theodore Roosevelt, but it is hard to 
see how the Government would func- 
tion today without it. An intolerable 
Stress and tension would ultimately 
build up, | believe, if the nation did not 
have some direct access to the Presi- 
dent, 

The situation requires a procedure 
which is dignified, responsible and as 
flexible as possible. The public needs 
to Know what is on the President’s mind 
and what his mood is; if the President 
is Wise, he will also find out what is on 
the public’s mind, and what its mood is 
by the type of questions asked. There is 
no secret about this: it is a two-way 
proposition. James C. Hagerty, the able 
White House press secretary, agrees that 
the press conferences are “50-50 propo- 
sitions” on either side. 


Direct quotation of limited portions 
of the White House press conference 
has been a regular tradition of these 
sessions for years. If a President throws 
off a vigorous phrase a reporter fre- 
quently asks, “May we quote you on 
that, Mr. President?” More often than 
not permission is given. But it is done 
after reflection. Otherwise the Presi- 
dent’s answer is put in the third person, 
or paraphrased, and the Chief Executive 


is not held te the strict letter of what 


he has informally thrown off. 


It seems paradoxical for a newspaper 
man to oppose the fullest direct quota- 
tion possible. But the new rule of ver- 
batim recording and transmission of the 
President's conferences as a matter of 
public record, I think, turns what has 
been an extremely handy, carefully 
evolved. semi-official and unique con- 
trivance into a theatrical performance,

LI have been ‘on many’ ques 
tion panels in “meet-the-press” type 
shows. The atmosphere is entirely dif- 
ferent from that at the normal Wash- 
ington press conference. 


The President will no longer be able 
to discuss delicate subjects with the 
freedom of the past. The collective, in- 
formal mood that frequently character- 
ized press conferences at their best in 
the past is less easily developed today 
and will not develop at all if each re- 
porter knows that his boss, the world 
and his wife will listen to what he is 
about to say. 


The experimental new system of 
broadcasting tape recordings of press 
conferences. puts a premium on exhibi- 
tionists, It may cause certain reporters 
to ask questions simply for the sake of 
prestige, It is likely to freeze and for- 
malize the whole affair. It raises the 
question of the role of different com- 
munication media in Washington, 

Radio and TV are certainly here to 
stay. Reporters may be a little uncom- 
fortable to be made unpaid radio per- 
formers in tape recordings that officials 
put out without their consent, but that 
is a secondary issue, The fact is that 
Mr. Eisenhower, like any President, can 
get his words into the living room by 
radio or TV any time he wants to make 
a public speech; what I ask is whether 
one important and established publicity 
medium should be weakened in order 
to serve as a vehicle for another. 

“Ah, but,” it will be argued, “the 


freshness and spontaneity of the press. 


conferences are what give them their 
special radio appeal.” The trouble is 
that broadcasting ‘and later perhaps 
television) will destroy this very spon- 
taneity for which it is prized. 


Finally, let me say that I don’t think 
the broadcast press conference is going 
to work for a reason not yet considered. 
I think for the President's own self- 
protection he will not want some press 
conferences broadcast, nor some pas- 
sages of other conferences. But if the 
White House starts to edit the tape rec- 
ord, or if it decides it is safe to put out 
one performance but not another, re- 
porters will immediately point out the 
omission, or.that the whole conference 
was considered unsuitable. Won't this 
defeat the very purpose intended? This 
will be a “no comment,” not to a par- 
— question, but to an entire broad- 
cast! 


I speak only for myself in airing 
these views, yet without exception the 
experienced newsmen with whom I have 
happened to talk have had much the 
same feelings.

Between Book Ends 
Doubt on Opium Theory 


COLERIDGE OPIUM AND KUBLA KHAN, by Ellsa- 
beth Schneider. (University of Chicago Press, 378 


pgs., $5.) 

Coleridge's “Kubla Khan,” like 
Wordsworth's “Daffodils” and Gray’s 
“Elegy,” ranks among the 10 most 


anthologized poems in our.language. It 
has been, wahed,, “the,,,quintesgential 
poem of romanticism,” thoug its magi- 
cal creation links it with no particular 
literary school, 

“Kubla Khan” is also one of the most 
popular hunting grounds for critics, 
whether they share John Livingston 
Lowes's celebrated view that it is a 
beautiful but meaningless dream frag- 
ment, or believe the poem affords deep 
symbolie interpretations. 

Miss Schneider fires her opening 
round by examining the ideas of Lowes 
and the psychological and symbolist 
critics, whom she later challenges with 
her findings. She brings out modern 
medical evidence opposing the notion 
of “Kubla Khan” as a special “opium 
dream” and con- 
cludes that both 
Coleridge's and 
Thomas De Quin- 
cey’s “dream” writ- 
ing spring far 
more from “the 
coalescing of indi- 
vidual tempera- 
ment with literary 
tradition” than 
from opium eating 
habits. Here she 
also makes con- 
vincing com pari- 
sons of Coleridge's 
ideas with the

written on “Kubla Khan,” The author 
delves into the poem's sources, date and 
meaning with a great deal of reserve 
and few presuppositions. Echoes are 
found mainly in Southey’s poem, 
“Thalaba’ (which, Miss Schneider pic- 
turesquely writes, was composed “as 
with a dump truck”) and Walter Savage 
Landor’s “Gebir.” Coleridge’s poem 
has the texture of Milton, too, who 
haunted the Lake poets with cadences 
and sound patterns and provided many 
a romantic with elaborate hidden cor- 
respondences. 

Yet Miss Schneider points out the 
trouble of drawing parallels between 
these settings and “Kubla Khan” and 
the danger of mistaking a “generic like- 
ness” for an “influence.” Finally, she 
feels the coolness of the poem and of 
the poet himself, “dehumanized behind 
his mask of hair and eyes and magic 
circle,” who created the vision of an 
unbuilt paradise. 

The casual reader may skip the ex- 
tensive notes and still enjoy this book. 
But the appendices, including one on 
Dorothy Wordsworth’s drinking can 
named ‘Kubla,’ ave sprightly and, as 
much as the main text, certainly rec- 
ommended for reading.

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Support by Corporations Likely 
Solution of Symphony Financing 


Cincinnati Orchestra 


Endowed, and Also 


Aided by Fine Arts Funds, but Needs 
More to Expand Services. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 


CINCINNATI, Jan. 19—if the | 
Symphony orchestras of the 
United States could reach more 
deeply and more extensively 
into the communities they serve 
they could undoubtedly com- 
mand a greater and mdre du- 
rable financial support from in- 
dustry, commerce and individ- 
uals. 
More services, however, re- 
quire more money. So the im- 


mediate problem for every or- 
chestra, except one or two, is a 
financial problem. Even the'| 
few orchestras that are blessed | 
with relatively stable financial | 
set-ups recognize danger signals | 
in rising costs and, in some 
cases, a tendency toward falling | 
attendance. — | 


As for costs, it is not likely | 
they’ will become smaller even 
for orchestras that do no more 
than hold what they have. Sea- 
sons of from 20 to 28 weeks can 
produce barely more than a sub- 
sistence wage to many players. 
And since salaries to musicians 
constitute the dominant item of 
expense in running an orchestra, 
the possibilities of reducing 
costs are virtually non-existent. 


Money and More Money. 


Citizens who have accepted 
the responsibility of keeping 
symphonic music alive must 
think first and almost exclusive- 
ly about raising money and 
more money. Consequently they 
are highly receptive to new 
ideas which promise relief from 
hit-and-miss fund raising. 

Cincinnati is one of the cities 
where the orchestra’s economic 
condition is relatively stable, 
though by no means static. For 
many years the orchestra was 
supported by Mr. and Mrs. 


Charlies P. Taft, and fortunately 
for it and for other cultural | 
institutions in Cincinnati, Mrs. 
Taft looked to the future. 

One of the great services of 
her final years was to give $1,- 
500,000 as an endowment fund. 


This was supplemented, in com- 
pliance with a condition laid 
down by Mrs. Taft, by more than 
$2,000,000 raised by public sub-| 
scription. The proceeds were 
to be distributed among four 
cultural institutions including 
the symphony orchestra, which 
now receives about $90,000 a 
year from this endo t.

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Rising costs of operation together with the virtual disap- 
pearance of large individual gifts have produced a continu- 
ing crisis for American symphony orchestras. The St. Louis 
Symphony Society is now engaged in its annual maintenance 
fund drive and in order to furnish a comparison between 
the St. Louis situation and that of other cities the music 
editor of the Post-Dispatch recently visited Detroit, Boston, 
Pittsburgh and Cincinnati. This is the third in a series of 
reports. 
,a fund for all the fine arts rath- 


er than for music exclusively 
was followed in the establish- 
ment of the United Fine Arts 
Fund which makes an annual 
drive in behalf of the symphony 
orchestra, the Taft Museum, the 
Cincinnati Art Museum and the 
Zoo Opera which gives a sum- 
mer season. The symphony re- 


_ceives from this fund about 


$130,000 a year. These two 
sources form the bulk of its sup- 
port aside from earned income. 
The orchestra's gross expendi- 
tures for a 28-week season 
amount to a little more than 
$500,000 annually. 
City Withdraws Aid. 


One item of revenue is in 
danger. The City of Cincinnati 
has been making a $25,000 do- 


‘nation for the last several sea- 


sons as a kind of offset to the 
rental charged for the use of 
the Music Hali, where the con- 
certs are held. The city govern- 
ment now has financial troubles 
of its own and pending the out- 
come of a proposal to institute 
an earnings tax has withdrawn 
its donation. 

This fact, together with the 
general uncertainty of the times 
for non-profit institutions, has 
caused the directors of the sym- 
phony society to do some hard 
thinking about future financing. 
And here too the idea of enlist- 
ing the support of corporations 
en bloc has received considera- 
tion. 

Corporations are already en- 
listed among the strong sup- 
porters of the United Fine Arts 
fund and according to Lucian 
Wilson, president of the Bald- 
win Piano Co. and for many 
years the president of the Sym- 
phony Society, their chief of- 
ficials do not have to be sold 
on the importance of cultural 
institutions. 

“Obviously a city profits by 
the presence of orchestras, mu- 
seums and colleges,” he says. 
“They are an jnducement for 
young executives to move here 
with their families and without 
them the city would present a 
barren prospect to many. This 
has been proved in case after 
case.” 

“Do corporation presidents 
respond to this argument?” I 
asked. 

“They tell us,” he answered. 
“We don't tell them.” 
ow Season is Divided.

The Neigh- 
borhood Concerts, undertaken 
for the first time this season, 
are designed to reach parts of 
the metropolitan area Whose 
residents would have difficulty 
in attending downtown concerts. 

The first one, given recently 
at a school auditorium in Cov- 
ington, Ky., just across the Ohio 
‘river from Cincinnati, was con- 
|sidered successful, though not 
' sold out. Members of the Parent- 
| Teachers Associations form the 
local sponsoring committees for 
these suburban concerts and re- 
ceive part of the box office re- 
ceipts. 

The orchestra maintains a 
pension fund into which it pays, 
out of revenue, $16,000 a year. 

The orchestra also takes part 
in the biennial May Festival; 
but this event—one of the most 
important of its kind in the mid- 
dle west — is operated separ- 
ately. 

In Cincinnati, as In other 
American cities, many residents 
of the area regard the symphony 
eoncerts as heavily “social” and 
therefore somewhat exclusive. 
This may have been the case 
in earlier days and in instances 
where the orchestra was the 
favored project of one or two 
rich individuals. 

It is no longer true, but the 
notion dies hard and will prob- 
ably never be wholly eliminated 
until the orchestra find ways of 
establishing contacts with a 
larger percentage than now of 
their resident populations. 
When this is done, as in Boston, 
the orchestra has an opportunity 
to earn a greater share of its 
total budget. 

New Ventures, New Funds. 

To take on new ventures, 
however, greater funds are 
needed, at least in the first 
stages. So managers, trustees or 
boards of directors, as has been 
pointed out, are overlooking no 
possible source of revenue, new 
or old. 

In the main these sources are 
endowments, public subscrip- 
tions by individuals and corpora- 
tions, sponsored broadcasts or 
television shows, governmental 
subsidies and special events. 

Several orchestras have sub- 
stantial endowment funds but 
only the Cleveland orchestra is 
so heavily endowed as to make 
the raising of supplemental funds 
a relatively easy matter, Estate 
and high taxes generally, how- 
ever, make the possibility of fu- 
ture endowments large enough 
to form the bulk of an orches- 
tra’s support seem remote. The 
same influences have reduced 
the size of individual gifts to 
maintenance funds. Several or- 
chestras are already benefiting 
from municipal subsidies; it is 
likely that their number will in- 
crease. Decentralization, how- 
ever, has so complicated the 
problem of financing the essen- 
tial facilities of the cities that 
municipal subsidies for music 
are considered undependable. 

Federal subsidies would be po- 
litically unfeasible. Three bills 


have been introduced into Con- 


gress which would make federal 
funds available to symphony or- 
chestras, but their passage is not 
likely. Moreover, aside from 
Floyd Blair, president of the 
New York Philharmonjr, and a 


few others, symphony directors 


oppose federal subsidy on prin- 
ciple and think, further, that it 
would be an awkward system to 
administer. : 


Revenues From Recordings. 

Recordings have brought in 
substantial revenues to several 
orchestras, and others are im- 
proving their earnings in this 
field. What seems likely, how- 
ever, is that the total royalties 
from this source will become 
more widely dispersed as the 


Revenue from special events — 
benefit nights, fashion . shows, 
etc.—have never bulked large in 
the list of total receipts, and 
they frequently involve the or- 
chestra in projects not in char- 
acter with its true program and 
function. 

So by elimination one reaches 
corporate support as the pattern 
of the future for symphony or- 
chestra financing if there is to 
be any future that has both ar- 
tistic continuity and the possi- 
bility of expansion. The .sup- 
porting of cultural institutions 
is not an unprecedented activity 
Mor American industrial and 
commercial .organizations. The 
speciai task of the symphony or- 
chestra spokesmen is to conyince 
corporate heads of the orches- 
tra’s civic importance. The spe- 


cial technique is to invite joint) 


action and not single, isolated 
gifts; to assure everyone that 
the burden will be distributed 
and to enlist the aid of corpo- 
rate representatives in adminis- 
tering the funds so raised. 

As has béen shown in Detroit 
and Pittsburgh, such an ap- 
proach can be successful.

The island was colonized 
by the French under Riche- 
lieu, when a young nobie- 
man, Esnambuc, arrived 
with 80 men and built 
the fort of St. Pierre. A 
descendant of his was 
Josephine, whose grand- 
son would be emperor— 
one of the ‘worst rulers 
France has had. 

The little colony pros- 
pered and maintained a flourishing frade with Europe. 
Spanish ships brought African slaves toward the end of 
the century. 


DEAN STARBIRD 
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THE DUTCH attacked in force and were repulsed. 
During the next century the English attacked five times, 
were repulsed twice, but succeeded on three occasions in 
getting possession of the island. Rochambeau, who played 
a decisive part in our Revolutionary War, was defeated on 
Martinique by the English in 1794. It must have been a 
sweet revenge. In 1814 Martinique Was recognized by the 
European powers as a French colony and had peace until 
World War II. 

At that time Admiral Robert took over in the name 
of the Vichy Government. The American Government, fear- 
ing that the magnificent harbors of Martinique would serve 
as refueling bases for German submarines, enforced a rigid 
blockade. 

At the end of the war, the French Assembly took 
Martinique in as a full-fledged department of France— 
somewhat the same procedure as our projected statehood 
for Hawaii. This policy is called Assimilation, and is always 
spelled with a capital letter. As far as 1 can judge—maybe 
I know all the wrong people—the Martinicans don’t like it; 
they claim that the colonial status was better. =

ONE OF THEIR NOVELISTS has written in satiric 
vein: “This scrap of the universe furnishes France—in small 
quantity—sugar, rum, cocoa, bananas, a senator and two 
deputies. If you subtract all the rest, these two last contri-

‘Long Cooking 


Is Necessary 
For All Pork 


By Edith M. Barber 


E no longer talk about 
food “bargains.” especially 


when it comes to meat. The 
less expensive items are now 
called “thrifty” buys. Right 
now pork falls in that category. 
Chops and roasts, ham and 
shank hocks and “picnics” will 
do well by the budget. 

As I am sure you know, all 
pork needs comparatively long 
cooking. Even a small reast of 
fresh pork will take about three 
and a half hours to bake in a 
small oven at 325 degrees F. It 
Should be baked uncovered; if 


t should re@a@ 185 degrets F. 
when thé meat is done. Via 

More fat than you will need 
for gravy will accumulate in 
the roasting pan. What is left 
over can be put to good use as 
drippings. 

Pork chops should be browned 
slowly on both sides. A verv 
small amount of liquids should 
be added. Then cover, and al- 
low the meat to simmer 20 to 
40 minutes, depending upon the 
thickness of the chops. 

Even spare-ribs need 
ough cooking. They should be 
browned thoroughly, either in a 
hot oven or on the stove and 
then allowed to simmer under 
cover for at least an hour. 

Barbecued Pork Chops. 

Four pork chops, salt, pep- 
per, four slices onion (44 inch 
thick) one tablespoon brown 
sugar, one-half cup catsup, two 
tablespoons lemon juice. 

Cut a little fat from the edges 
of pork chops and fry out in a 
heavy skillet, Remove pieces, 
Brown -chops*on both sides in 
the hot fat. Sprinkle with salt 
and pepper. and top each chop 
with a slice’ of onion. Sprinkle 
with Brown sugar. Combine 
catsup and lemon juice and 
pour over chops. Add a little 
water to cover bottom of skil- 
let. Cover and cook over low 
heat until tender, about 40 min- 
utes, adding a little water if 
needed to prevent sticking.

Fix It Yourself

F you don’t belleve that the 
| numan being is a pretty 

rugged article, take a look at 
the inside of some water pipes 
and see what the water. that hu- 
mans can thrive on will do to 
something as delicate as galvan- 
ized iron. 

If the pipes have been in place 
for any great length of time the 
interior may be heavily coated 
either with rust or with mineral 
deposit. This restriction in the 
size of the pipe obviously means 
that less water can flow through 
it and this means that less water 
will flow out of the faucet at 
the end of the pipe. 

A situation like this is not 
easily solved. The best remedy, 
of course, is to replace the ex- 
isting lines with copper tube 
Which can be run through the 
walls and ceilings with a mini- 
mum of fuss and bother. The 
existing lines are left in. place 
when possible for to remove 


them would require ripping 
away sections of both floor and 
walls. 

Needless to say, installing a 
new plumbing system of copper 
tubing is going to cost someone 
some money and that someone 
will doubtless be you. 

Another solution to clogged 
water pipes that seems to give 
pretty fair results for awhile is 
to replace the fittings, elbows, 
bends and Tee’s. Seems that 
these fittings become clogged up 
faster than the straight runs of 
pipe and if new ones are in- 
stalled you'll get some tem- 
porary relief. 

Sometimes it’s possible to pull 
a small chain through a length 
of pipe that is rusted and the 
chain will break up the deposits 
of rust. Trouble here is that 
often when the rust is removed 
there isn’t much else to hold the 
water in the line and a leak 
develops.

Atomic Airliners 50 Years From Now 


Eddie Rickenbacker Predicts Giant Planes Will Span U.S. in About an Hour, Atlantic in Two

Space ships carrying 1500 to 
2000 passengers at speeds up 
to 5000 miles per hour. ... 
Guided atomic missiles swoosh- 
ing to distant targets at 25,000 
miles per hour... . Giant mili- 
tary and commercial planes so 
built and controlled as to be 
impervious to any weather 
conditions. 

These are some of the pos- 
sibilities envisaged in the next 
half century of aviation by one 
of America’s pioneer and best- 
known airmen, Capt. Eddie 
Rickenbacker, who herewith 
gazes inte the future and “the 
next 50 years of aviation.” 


NEW YORK, Jan. 19 (INS). 

NY attempt. to visualize, 
A witnin 50 per cent of reality, 

what will be accomplished in 
the next 50 years of aviation 
would, in the eyes of his friends, 
qualify one as a fit subject for 
an insane asylum. 

I can speak from experience 
because, just 25 years ago, I ven- 
tured such a glimpse 25 years 
ahead. 

Despite the fact that several 
of my predictions fell far short 
of what actually has taken place, 
my description of multi-engined 
transports, of trans-oceanic air 
services, of wide-ranging, high- 
flying military aircraft, and, yes, 
helicopters, sounded to many like 
the outpourings of an unbal- 
anced mind. 

Yet, with this popular penalty 
vividly in mind, I will make the 
following predictions for avia- 
tion 50 years from now: 

Long before that year is reached 
military aircraft, both fighters 
and heavy bombers, will progress 
from turbo-jet engines at the 
speed of sound to the more pow- 
erful ram-jet engines that will 
drive speeds up to 2500 to 3000 
miles per hour. 

These will be the forerunners 
of atomic-powered fighters and 
bombers cruising 25 to 50 miles 
above the earth with a range to 
circle the globe without re- 
fueling. 

Even these will be but step- 
ping stones to _ rocket-driven 
guided missiles which will make 
obsolete our present conceptions 
of fighters and bombers. Carry- 
ing a much further developed 
and devastating atomic bomb, 
these war machines will be con- 
trolled electronically and _ will 
require the help of human be- 
ings only at a point of take off. 

Speeds of these nuclear-pow- 
ered guided missiles will in- 
crease progressively from 2500 
miles an hour to 25,000 miles 
an hour and they will locate 
their targets with acoustical de- 
vices as yet undeveloped. 

This, I admit, is an ugly pic- 
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ture, but yet as man develops 
his ability “to engineer those 
deadly instruments, the need for 
them will diminish proportion- 
ately. In this lies mankind's 
greatest hope since the begin- 
ning of time,

Fix It Yourself

Disconnecting Radiators. 


EW things can get us in quite 
F so bad a frame of mind as 

trying to paint the section of 
a wall in back of a radiator or 
trying to refinish the floor’ un- 
der the radiator. 

We worried about this for a 
time and then made a test which 
proved that it’s usually much 
quicker to disconnect the radi- 
ator and-move it out of your 
way than try to work with it 
standing right in the way. 


Needless to say, you don’t 
want to disconect a radiator 
when you've got a head of steam 
in the boiler so let the fire go 
down low. If you have a hot 
water radiator, remove enough 
water from the system so that 
the water level is below the 
radiator in question. 


Turn off the radiator shut off 
valve and then place a pan un- 
der the union between valve 
and radiator. The purpose of 
the pan is to catch the water 
that is probably sitting around 
in the pipe and the radiator. 
When the union has been dis- 
connected the radiator is ready 
to be moved out of your way. 
Don't try sliding it on the floor 
because the. legs will not do the 
floor one bit of good. Your best 
bet is to get an old piece of 
carpet or heavy cardboard under 
the radiator and slide carpet 
and all out of your way. 

Replacing the radiator is easy 
except that you'll have to fool 
around a little to get the radia- 
tor properly lined up with the 
valve.. Be sure that the nut on 
the union Goes not become cross 
threaded. As you tighten up 
the nut it will pull the radiator 
close up to the valve.

T HE hand below is perhaps 


one of the best of all proofs 

that contract bridge is not 
merely a game of aces and 
kings, or mathema‘ical pro- 
ficiency, or good memory, ofr 
any of the other qualities usual- 
ly attributed to it. It is a hand 
that points up what is loosely 
called, for want of a’ better 
term, “psychology.”

As may be seen, West's dou- 
ble of four hearts was none too 
“solid,” but West felt sure that 
in addition to his heart queen, 
his club king would probably be 
good for a trick, and East ought 
to be able to deliver a couple of 
tricks defensively. 

West opened his fourth-high- 
est diamond, and East, hoping it 
was a singleton, tried to cash 
both the king and the ace. South 
ruffed the second trick and took 
stock. He could hardly feel con- 
fident over his prospects. He had ' 
lost one trick, it was’ evident 
that he would have to lose a 
trump trick, and there was every 
reason to think that the oppon- 
ents would grab their two high 
clubs. 

All this explaining takes much 
longer than it took South-to act. 
He led a trump to the blank 
king, returned the jack of dia- 
monds—and discarded his low 
spade. 

West reacted precisely as South 
hoped. If South was in such 
a dither to get rid of spade 
losers, West would have some- 
@hing to say on that subject! So, 
having taken the diamond trick, 
West shifted to spades as quickly 
as he could get the eight-spot 
out of his hand. He was ex- 
tremely shocked when South won 
the trick with the ace, cashed 
the trump ace, then overtook the 
spade queen in dummy and dis- 
carded one club on the diamond 
10 and another on the jack 
of spades. The best way to ap- 
praise South's “psychology” is 
to visualize what would have 
happened if he had discarded a 
club on the jack of diamonds.
